_ FINGERPRINTS. FOUND 


The second necused, Yuen Sum, was in the kitchen at the 
time und he tuok him to the second cubicle where a 
number of puckages containing white powder were 
found in a drawer, together with rent receipts in his 
name, 


The first uecused, Tong Tim, who was in the front room, 
Was in the act of throwing a parcel out of the window. 
He was stopped. 


Mr Milnes added that more 50 articles were seized on the 
premises and they included filter paper, funnels, 
pumps and other apparatus which ‘the prosecution 
alleged were the kind used in muking the drug. 


Inspector Ko Ah-chung, 2 Police fingerprint expert, told 
the court that he examined a bottle taken from the 
premises and found a fingerprint belonging to the 
second accused. ‘ 

The case is continuing.

“The present outbreak is not 
alarming,” a spokesman for the 
Public Health Department says, 
“More cases can be expected but 
there is no evidence to suggest 
that a major epidemic is likely.” 

He attributes the inereasc so 
far recorded to “what might be 
expected for the scason'of the 
year” and the fact that notifi- 
cations were made more readily 
than before. 


Previous Figures. 


However, with cool autumn 
season still a long way off and 
the height of summer yet to 
come, the recorded total so far 
represents about 0 per cent of 
the total of 45 cases with seven 
deaths reported last year and 
more than half of the 51 cases 
with three deaths in 1955. 

There 32 cases with two deatlis 
this year were reported to hive 
broken out in less tham six 
weeks from April 6 to May 17. 

The recor: shows that at the 
end of Juric lat your, the cases 
reported numbered 23 with one 
death. 4% 

This year, the first 
pollomyelitis that came to the 
notice of the authorities were 
reported sometime in the week 
ending April 12, That was the 
time when the moximum tem- 
perature was reptatediy around 
the BO degrees mark, indicating 
the beginning of early summer. 
Prior to that period there had 
been ho cases recorded. 


Vaccines Available 


The two deaths occurred In 
the week ending April 26 when, 
during the same seven days, 
three more cases were notified. 
In the most recent weekly 
health returns which deal with 


cases of 


’easéy reported ending May 27, 


nine fresh cases were reported. 
The Government spokesman 
says that there are nsvallable 
in the Colony  anti-poliomyc- 
Mls vacelnes, “But a general 
anti-poliomyelltis. vaccination 
as a public health measure is 
ntither contemplated nor necs- 
sury at present time,” he says 
The Public Health Depart- 
ment concludes that the persons 
most vulnerable to the attack of 
this disease are those entrants 
to the Colony from abroad and 


Ing residents are advised to 
seek vaccination before coming 
to Hongkong.” 

Dealing wi this subject in 
the annual report of 1956-57, the 
Public Health Department 
observed that —_pollomyelitis 
occurred sporadically in various 
parts of the Colony, indicating a 
widespread infection with a 
higher incidence In Kowloon 
and the New Territories than on 
the Island. 


Highest Incidence 


reported during 1959-57 num- 
bered 31 with three dealth, oF 
aguinst 51 with three deaths in 
3B55 and 49 with nine deaths in 
1954. The incidence was highest

Wong Sang, Sanitary Depart- 
ment coolle, said he found the 
body of a Chinese outside the 
cvor of a lavatory in Sai Tau 
villuge about 8 a.m..on Febru- 
ary 27, 

150 Corpses 

To Mr Terance Shurlock, 
Ccunsel for Or, Wong said he 
snw an average of three bodies 
ut the lavatory each week. 

He sald he had been working 
in the district for a-year, He 
agreed that in that time he had 
seen about 150 corpses at the 

same lavatory. F 

“But there are More corps! 
In’ the winter: than in the sum- 

mer," he added. 

Re-examined by the Crown 
Prosecutor, Mr D. Rea, Wong 
said most of the bodics were of 
heroine addicts who btcamo 
sick and went to the lavatory. 

He would normally assume 
that a corpse at the lavatory was 
an addict who had gone there to 
die, Wong said. 

Tang Cheung, Sanitary -De- 
partment coolie, aald he also shw 
the body of a Chinese lying at 
the entrance of fhe lavatory 
about 6 c.m, on February 27. 

Head Injuries 

To Mr Shurlock he sald he 
had been working in the district 
for two years ond in that time 
had seen between 1,000 and 
2,000 corpses.
